AN INTERESTING COMPARISON. 

Thete are several polots of slmilarity between 
the Russians and the Chinese, says the writer of 
hotes’on the ‘altuation inthe P. &* 7. Times.

Henited power over all and everything, A lim 

tlon of his power is, therefore, from a ‘national 
standpolnt, not imagtaableand he la only obtiged 
to obey ‘the divine . Tho character of the 
Chineso government ts also Patriarchal, The 
Emperor’ exercises supreme control over the 
whole emplre, “because Heaven has empowered 
him to do so." His patelarchal character, while 
It confers on him absolute sovereignty, imposes

Rassia, like China, has no” numerous or 
infidential nobility by birth, but the nobility by 
merit or office {s the more pawerfal, Every:
